"BELJING RADIO'S VIEWS REAGAN NOMINATION FOR PRESTDENT

{Forum on International Affairs” talk: "Why Has the Republican Party Nom- 
inated Reagan as ite Candidate for President of the United States"? ] 


(Text) The U.S. Republican national convention opened on 14 July and of fi- 
cially nominated Ronald Reagan as the Republican Party's presidential candi- 
date on 16 July. Reagan chose George Bush as his running mate. 


A member of the rightwing of the Republican Party, Reagan was born in 1911. 
After graduating from college, he served as a sports announcer and then be- 
came a movie actor in 1937. He was in the military for 4 years during World 
War II and served as manager and chairman of a dozen corporations and asso- 
ciations. Reagan was the governor of the state of California from 1967 to 
1974. He ran for the Republican Party's presidential nomination twice before 
but failed to win the nomination because of his extreme rightwing viewpoints. 


Reagan's success in winning the Republican Party's presidential nomination 
this year was closely related to the current political and economic situa- 
tion and social tendencies in the United States. A principal representative 
of the interests of the newly-risen consortiums in the western and southern 
parts of America, Reagan is considered a political conservative. On domestic 
economic issues, he stresses a free enterprise system and opposes government 
intervention in the American people's economic life and the government's 
tight control over everything. He disagrees with the government levying heavy 
taxes and its manifold rules and regulations and he calls for drastically cut- 
ting government spending, tightening social welfare programs, freezing and 
reducing the Federal Government's work force. He is an advocate for the 
abolition of all unnecessary rules and regulations imposed on enterprises 

by the government so that the role of the free enterprise system can be 
brought into full play. He calls for a drastic tax cut and a ban on credit 
loan operations and is opposed to the government wage and price controls in 
the interest of encouraging investment and increasing production. 














On the question of the energy crisis, Reagan saya that the government should 
not poke its nose into it and that everything invoived will be determined by 
the market, 


As for his foreign policy, Reagan's anti-Soviet stand has been known for a 
long time. He considera the Soviet Union aa the source of all the unrest in 
the world, He calls for a great American strategy to cope with Sceviet ex- 
pansion in order to deal with the crisia in the 1980's, adding that the U.S. 
defense budget should be increased by 4 big margin and that the country should 
spend as much as needed to deter the enemy. On the balance of military power, 
he saye that the United States hae fallen behind the Soviet Union. To re- 
gain U.S. military superiority, America should develop nuclear missiles, 

He is opposed to the U.S.-Soviet SALT |i treaty and favors the approach of 
nuclear deterrence so that peace can be maintained by demonstrating strength. 


To deal with the Soviet aggression in Afghanistan, Reagan called for a U.S. 
economic blockade against Cuba. He voiced his opposition to the Panama Canal 
treaty concluded by the Carter administration, saying that if he was elected 
president, he would try to regain control of the Panama Canal. 


On the Middle East question, he pointed out that Israel] is America's most 
reliable and most powerful ally in the Middle East and that the United States, 
brushing aside the Arab world's reaction, should form an alliance with Israel, 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia to counter Soviet expansion in the Middle East region. 
He called on the three energy-rich countries in North America--the United 
States, Canada and Mexico--to conclude » North America entente and adopt a 
hardline attitude toward the petroleuws exporting countries. 


Touching on the question of Sino-U.S. relations, Reagan once said that he, 
if elected president, would reestablish the so-called “official relations" 
between the United States and the Taiwan authorities. 


Some of Reagan's views are not welcomed by the American people. His newly- 
appointed chief budget advisor (Greenstein) has rejected his proposal to cut 
taxes by 30 percent within 3 years, saying that it would accelerate the in- 
flation rate. While calling for a tax cut, Reagan proposed canceling the 
Federal Government's $90 billion social welfare program. That proposal would 
mean a drastic cut of the welfare subsidies for blacks, unemployed workers, 
the elderly and the poor. 


Reagan's statement on the question of U.S.-China relations has met opposition 
from many American political figures who have pointed out that his call for 
reestablishing the so-called "official relations" between the United States 
and Taiwan is a step backward in the course of normalizing relations between 
China and the United States. 


But Reagan's nomination by the Republica Party as its presidential candidate 
has both international and domestic causes. 











On the international scene, the Soviet Union t# preasing forward steadily. 
its invasion of Afghaniatan ane its stepped up efforts to carry out ite 
“southern” drive atrategy conatitute a direct threat to the U.S, interests 

in South Asia and the Persian Gulf. Domeatically, an economic recession 

has begun in the United States and social order has been in a state of chaos. 
People tmide and outside the Republican Party demand a major surgical opera-~ 
tion on the problems facing the country, and they hope that a strong hard- 
liner will join the presidential race. Some of Ronald Reagan's proposals 

gO along with this development to a certain extent. 


Juring the presidential campaign, Reagan made some readjustments and final 
touches on his proposals in order to reduce the resistance from the consor- 
tiums in the northeastern part of the country and to win him still more sup- 
port. To begin with, he voiced his opposition to the U.S8.-Soviet SALT 

treaty. Later, he changed his tone by calling for shelving the SALT II treaty 
on the one hand and etressing that the United States and the Soviet Union 
should genuinely and equally reduce the number of their strategic nuclear 
weapons on the other. 


On economic policies, Reagan has reduced his proposed tax cut called for a 

\O percent cut in 198i. He has not mentioned his previous plan for cutting 
taxes by 30 percent in 3 years. Also he has stopped talking about blo:kading 
Cuba and regaining control of the Panama Canal. With a view toward winning 
support from farmers, he has voiced opposition to the Carter administration's 
ban on food shipments to the Soviet Union. On che question of relations with 
China, Reagan's chief foreign affairs policy advisor Allen recently reiter- 
ated that Reagan attaches importance to developing relations with the PRC 

and will not do anything to harm the relations between the PRC and the United 
States. 


Reagan has revised his radical approaches from time to time, presenting him- 
self as a moderate and speaking more flexibly and evasively in an attempt 
to change his image as a tough hawk in the eyes of the American people. 


The Republican Party received a serious blow because of the Watergate incident 
when Nixon was forced to resign from the presidency in 1974. Now the Repub- 
lican Party has rallied its forces in an all-out effort to get Reagan into 

the White House. It has now nominated Reagan as its presidential candidate. 
The Democratic Party's presidential candidate will be nominated at its nation- 
al convention next month. The U.S. press predicts that President Carter will 
probably be nominated by the Democratic Party. In addition to the presidential 
candidates nominated by these two parties, there is an independent candidate 
named Anderson who has joined the presidential race. 


The 3 and 1/2 months from now to the 4 November election will see an upsurge 
of the election campaign. A fierce battle will be fought before we know 
who will be the next U.S. President.

"RENMIN RIBAO' ON SOVIET TREATMENT OF CHAD AMBASSADOR'S REMAINS

[Text] In late June, an incident involving the loss of a coffin carrying an 
ambassador's remains occurred at Shermetyevo International Airport in the 
Soviet Union. This was a rare case in the history of diplomatic relations. 


Chadian Ambaseador to the Soviet Union Baba Hassan assumed his post in the 
middle of 1977. He died of a cerebre. hemorrhage in Moscow on 7 June this 
year. Because Chad was then in a c.vil war, the African embassies in Moscow 
raised funds of $15,000 co send the ambassador's remains home. A small 
delegation comprising two Cha’ian diplomatic officials and the deceased's 
relatives took a Soviet civil aviation company plane and escorted the coffin 
home on 17 June. 


However, when the plane stopped over in Lagos, capital of Nigeria, the es- 
corts could not find the coffin. They immediately sent a cable to Moscow. 
(Simon Boyepa), second secretary of the Chadian Embassy, personally went to 
Shermetyevo International Airport to inquire about the matter. Mr (Boyepa) 
discovered that the coffin was still left out exposed to the sun on 18 June. 
He had to pay the airport personnel and asked them to take the coffin into 
a room in the airport building. 


On behalf of the entire African diplomatic corps, Kenyan Ambassador to the 
Soviet Union Lang'at lodged a protest with the Soviet authorities, express- 
ing “deep dissatisfaction" in this matter. 


According to the international civil aviation regulations, a civil aviation 
company has to provide compensation in hard currency for any loss of a foreign 
passenger's luggage on its international route. For this reason, the Soviet 
civil aviation company would not dare to leave a piece of luggage in the 

open air at an airport for 1 day and 1 night, althought it often made other 
mistakes. Moreover, the airport was heavily guarded by a large group of 

KGB agents who kept close watch on the sengers. They would not overlook 
anything which was lying by itself at the airport. 








An ambassador is the highest representative a country sends to another coun- 
try. An action taken by the host country toward an ambassador reflects its 
atticude to the country represented by him. The coffin carrying an ambassa- 
dor's remains and escorted by a delegation was left alone at the airport and 
treated no better than a piece of luggage. Of course, Leonid Ilitchev, 

the Soviet deputy foreign minister responsible for African affairs, would 

find it difficult to gloss things over by saying that he would investigate 

and punish the concerned personnel of the Soviet civil aviation company. This 
was an unaffected expression of the true feelings of this superpower, a 
“natural ally," toward the African countries. The Kremlin decisionmakers who 
have always pursued big nation chauvinism are the ones who bear prime respons- 
ibility for the coffin incident.

[Text] In the present international situation, complicated through the fault 
of reactionary U.S. imperialist circles, the polarization of the political 
forces operating in the world arena is more noticable than before. Recent 
events give new confirmation of the Chinese leaders' anti-Sovietism of their 
active struggle against the relaxation of tension and che cause of peace and 
socialism. 


Pursuing hegemonist, great-power goals, the Beijing leaders are trying by 
every means to destabilize relations between the capitalist states and the 
socialist community countries. On the common basis of inveterate anti- 
Sovietism and hostility to the cause of social progress, the Chinese leader- 
ship is combining inweasingly with the most reactionary forces of imperialisn, 
counting on using them in the interests of its foreign policy strategy. 


The notorious Beijing-fabricated “three worlds theory," presented today as 
"Mao Zedong's tremendous contribution to Marxism-Leninism,” although its 
entire content shows that ultimately it is conceived as an ideological- 
political platform for uniting the counterrevolutionary forces which oppose 
the Soviet Union and the other socialist community countries, is also aimed 
at implementing these designs. 


"We must adhere strictly to and follow the strategy of the three worlds,” 
the newspaper RENMIN RIBAO wrote on 1 January this year. It is necessary to 
“explain the essence of this strategy as essential and expedient for the 
states of Asia, Africa and Latin America," the XINHUA Agency echoes it. 


What is deemed to be so “essential and expedient"? What positions, in the 
thinking of Mao's heirs, must be “strictly adhered to"? What is the essence 
of the “three world theory"? 











ithe apology fer a “theory” views the dlepesition and cerrelation of world 
fefees (fom positions of extreme subjectivies, Tetally rejecting a seien= 
tific, «lase=beased approach te their revelation and analysis, the Maoists 
have arbitrarily constructed @ echeme for the forees operating in the world 
which le conventent fer their own politteal interests, 


Present=day objective reality te that the world is new divided inte two 
opposing social eyeteme=-eociallem and capitalion, the gain avenre of soetel 
progress ie the development and growing strength of the secialiet countries, 
and the @ain revolutionary ferees opposing taperialies are world sociailica, 
the international proletariat, and the national liberation @ovement, Deny~ 
ing thie reality, the Beijing “theoriete” artifically divided mankind into 
“three worlds,” The “first world includes the United States and the USER 

ich Beijing terme the superpowers; the “second” world includes the Buro- 
pean countries, Japan and Canada, and the “third” world the developing coun- 
tries of Asia, Africa and Latin America, 


As we can see, the suthors of the “three worlds theory” totally ignore the 
basic content and main contradiction of the aodern era opened up by the 
Great October Soctaliet Rewelution, They replace clase-based criteria to 
judge tle forces operating in the international arena with nationalist, 
geopolicical eriterta, Thie te borne out by the fact that the Maoiete put 
on 4 par the world’s firet secialiet etate=-the Soviet Union--and the cita- 
de! of present-day imperialiem=--the United States. Moreover, they are now 
camouflaging by ewery means the United States’ imperialist essence. At the 
lith OC? Congress (Auguet 1977), in epeaking of the United States as «4 
superpower, the Maolete no longer called tha. country imperialist. On the 
other hand the world’s first secialiet etate--the Soviet Union--was called «a 
“etate of social tmpertalies” and declared China's Ne 1 enemy. 





The Beijing politicians and “theorists” in general do not bother to aake an 
analyeie of present-day imperialien, pretending that the world imperialist 

cam doee sot exiet, that it hae collapsed. They view imperialies not as 

a special and final stage of cap‘taliem, not as the development and direct 
continuation of capitaliem's basic properties, as V. 1. Lenin indicated, but 
as merely 4 “certain policy” by 4 group of capitalist states. At the sam 
time, all phenomena and processes which do not accord with the Chinese leaders’ 
nationalist, hegemoniet aspirations are termed imperialien. 


The “three worlds theory” flagrantly ignores the existence and significance 
of the world eyetee of socialiem and the socialist community. it is well 
known that the fraternal socialist countires are tirelessly strengthening 
unity and developing cooperatio: with the Soviet Union, firmly following «4 





Marxiet-Leniniet course. Sonetheless the Beijing figures have “pulled asund- 
et” and separated these countries in a system convenient to themelves. The 
East furopean socialist countries, for inetance, cre placed by thee in the 


“second world”--in the company with the European imperialist states. 





The Belling “theorists” aise present in a distorted light the present=day 
ifterhealionad workete afd communist Govement, They keep quiet about the 

world histefical foie of the proletariat and aliege that the workers movement 
in the developed capitalist countries ie new experiencing a “period of req 
forming its fahke and @ustering ite sirength’ and therefore cannot perfora 
the role of the main fighter againet “imperialiem and hegemonien.” The “third 
world” headed by China is declared to be thie fighter at the present stage. 


it is on the basis of thie unecientific, nenciase claseificatics of the world 
forees that Beijing also views the question of the main contradiction of the 
present era, Were, of course, there is no question of antagonies between 
labor and capital which on the international plane is sow focused in the con- 
tradiction between socialism and capitalion. The Maoists deciare the con- 
tradiction between the “Soviet superpower” and the entire remainder of the 
world, including the United States, to be the “mein contradiction” of the 
present day. 


The anti-Soviet, antisocialist meaning of thie assertion consists in its ob- 
vious orientation toward creating 4 “united front” of etruggle consisting of 
the “third world” countries headed by China and the “second world” and the 
U.S. superpower against the Soviet Union. The need to create such 4 front 
has frequentiy and frankly been gentioned by Deng Riseoping, vice premier of 
the PRC State Gouncil, and other Chinese leaders. 


The thesis of the struggle against the two superpowere--the USSR and the United 
States--which Mao Zedong developed inte the “three woride” theory has now been 
replaced by the proposition of struggle against “Soviet hegemonies.” That 

is, in fact, the Soviet Union has been declared the sole “enemy” of China and 
the peoples of the whole world. 


iow ic the Maoist concept of the “three worlds,” spearheaded against the So- 
viet Union and designed to ensure Beiting's hegemonist aspirations, imple- 
mented in practice’ 


Above aii it quest be said that, in their unbridled desire to create a broad 
international anti-Soviet antisocialist front under the Chinese auspices, 

the Maoists, when matters come down to political practice, discard the ver- 
bal camouflage and break as they see fit with the “chree worlds” scheme they 
themselves invented, not only embark on direct collusion with imperialist for- 
ces but aleo transfer to the positions of imperialien, and act vigorously in 
the sainstream of imperialist policy aimed against real socialism and the 
forces of peace, social progress and national liberation. 


And it is by no means fortuituous that U.S. imperialism has gradually been 
transferred by the Maoists in their “three worlds” scheme from the category 
of “superpower hegemonien” to “the gain strike force of the broadest inter- 
national united front"--the front of struggle against the USSR. Such is the 
logic of betraying the interests of the clase struggle against inmperialiss 





Breeginski, the U.5, 
President's Sational security aide, and other contacts between China and the 
Lnited States including contacts through military channels (the visit to the 
rec in January thie year by Pentagon Chief 4H, Brown and the recent U.S. trip 
by beng Siae, viee premier of the PRC State Couneil and chief of the OCP 
central (om@mittee Military Council Secretariat) atest te the Beijing lead- 
ers’ active formation of blees and cooperation with U.5, imperialiem and to 
Meijing's adoption, essentially, of all the main pointe of U.S. imperialien's 
forieah policy strategy. 


it is characteristic that the act of aggression against the Socialist Repub- 
lic of Vietnam in February last year was carried out by the Chinese ruling 
clique immediately after Deng Riaoping's visit to the United States--with 
imperialiem's blessing, so to speak. 


The Maciete are now giving active support to U.S. diplomacy in implementing 

a sumber of imperialist actions, from the Near East to South Asia. For in- 
stance, they approve the intensification of the U.S. military presence in the 
Indian Ocean, in particular in the Araian Sea and Persian Gulf region, which 
directiy threatens Iran's security, The “parallel strategic interests” of the 
Beli ing hegemoniete and U.S, imperialiem have been exposed with regard to 
Afghanietan and other countries of this region. Beijing zealously supports 
the U.S, militariet course. The Maoiets' foreign policy and their intema- 
tional activity have become U.S. imperialiem's main reserve in the struggle 
against peace, socialiem and democracy. 


Playing op, where possible, to Beijing's hegemoniet aspirations and closing 
ite eyes to the Chinese leadere’ obvious desire to provoke a conflict betweer 
the United States and the Soviet Union for their own selfish purposes, Wash- 
ington ie planning to turn China inte an Asian appendage of NATO and to in- 
volvwe it etill further in ite aggressive policy. The promises of U.S. sili- 
tary aid made to Beijing serve as bait for thie. Washington recently de- 
cided to eell China U.S. equipment which can be used for ailitary purposes-- 
telecommunicatione, radar early warning eyetems, and C-130 transport aircraft. 


Naturally, the Beijing leaders need currency to build up their military- 
industrial potential, The United States has helped them here too. With 
assistance from the United States, which controle the IMF, China was recent- 
lv admitted ae 4a member of thie fund. This will enable it to obtain large 
joane to carry out the “four sodernizations” and primarily to improve ite 
military-economic potential. 


Thies encouragement is, of course, having ite effect. The Beijing leaders 
have recently been carrying out increasingly actively the role of imperialisn's 
accomplice and junior partner. 


Their policy of trying to gain the leading role in the “third world” can be 
traced graphically in the overall context of the Chinese leaders’ struggle 
for world hegemony. Although, in the light of the intensified rapprochement 














between China, the United States and Japan, Seiting's strategy has begun te 
assign the developing countries 4 somewhat lesser fole, the Maoist leader= 
ship \as net abandoned the idea of subordinating them to tte diktat, Toe this 
end it ts seeking to wrest the peoples’ nations! liberation sevement from 

ite natura) ally, the world secialiat system, to unite the emall and medium 
developing countries under Chinese rule to atruggle againer the Seviet Union, 
and to drag them inte ite military-political alliance with U.S. imperialiaon, 
That is the treacherous essence of Seijing's policy with respect to the “third 
world” countries, which it has declared to be “the main, sole, revolutionary 
foree of the present day, turning the wheel of ‘istery torwarr, ' 


To cobble together a “very broad international united front” and waite the 
countries of the “third” and “second” worlds in struggle against the Soviet 
Union, the Maoists, counter to the scheme they previously put forward, are 
trying to inecill in the developing countries’ peoples the idea that the 
attitude displayed to thea by the developed capitalist countries=<-the former 
metropolitan states--has changed, since they have ceased to be colonizers, 
The West, Beijing alleges, is even embarking on some concessions to the 
third world countries and giving them a certain amount of support in the strug- 
gle against hegemonien. But where has the unification of capitalist and de- 
veloped countries in a “single front” led in practice? To the former colon- 
talists’' attemtping again to enslave the liberated peoples and deprive them 
of the gains achieved in their long, hard etrugele. 


Persistently seeking the intensification of their infiwence on the developing 
countries, the Beijing leaders are evwearinge friendship with them and widely 
advertising their aid to these countries’ peoples. ®ut who are they, these 
friends of Beijing's, who receive ite aid and support. There is Pinochet, 
Strangler of the Chilean revolution. There is ai-Sadat, traitor to the Arab 
liberation movement and lackey of U.5. imperiailiem. There are those who have 
tried and ere continuing to try te stifie the freedom of Angola and Moean- 
bique, and those who head the antipopular regimes in Zaire and Somalia. 





In Asia Beijing gave every support to the antipopular regimes in Kampuchea 
and Laos and after their overthrow, after the wictory of the people's revo- 
lutions in those countries, and it is supporting the counterrevolutionary 
subversive gangs operating there. It has given Pavistan military and eco- 
nomic aid worth $2 billion. its aia is clear=-to me Pakistan a bridgehead 
for implementing its exprensionist, hegemoniet policy in South Asia. 


Beijing is pursuing 4 subversive policy in the nonaligned movement, which now 
numbers about 100 states in its ranks and is an important faccor in interna=- 
tional relations. Making out that China is 4 nonaligned country, the Maoist 
leaders are seeking to place the nonalignment movement under their control, 
to destroy its anti-imperialist foundations. to subordinate it te their 
hegemonist policy and to set the developing states against the socialist 
community countries. 


The Chinese ieaders' present policy aimed againet the anti-shah revolution 
in Iran and the April (1978) revolution in Afghanistan are a direct betrayal 
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of peoples waging liberation struggle, in close alliance, in direct collu=- 
sion with U.S. impertaliem, the Maoist leaders are now embarking on any 
actions they can towaid establishing in Afghanistan and Iran regimes advan- 
tageous to imperialiem and their own aspirations, and toward making those 
states their own outposts on the Soviet Union's borders. 


The facts attest that immediately after the April revolution in Afghanistan 
the Chinese special services activated various pro=Beijing groupings in that 
countries, fostered their unification with reactionary nationalist groupings 
and organizations and, together with the U.S, special services, organized 
counterrevolutionary rebellions in the country and sent gangs of cutthroate 
into the country from across the border, It wae essentially from Pakistani 
territory that China and the United States waged an undeclared war against 
revolutionary Afghanistan, 


When the Soviet Union, at the request of the Democratic Republic of Afghani- 
stan (DRA) Government, gave the Afghan people military aid in defending their 
national independence against armed aggressive actions from outside and when 
Beijing and Washington's plane failed, the Chinese militariets and U.S. 
reactionary circles set up 4 great wailing and unleashed anti-Soviet hysteria 
in the cold war spirit. Beijing «© urging the countries of the “second” and 
“third” worlds to step up ailitary interference in the DRA's internal affairs 
and to @ake that country a bridgehead for etruggle against the Soviet Union. 
Weapons, ammunition and materiel move in an unceasing stream from Kinjiang 
along the Karakoram Highway to Pakistan, where the Afghan counterrevolution 
has settled itself. 


For their own hegemonist purposes the Maoists are undermining peace and sta- 
bility if Southeast Asia by every meane. They support antigovernment and 
separatist “movements” in India, Im mesia, Burma, Malaysia and the Philip- 
pines and seek to aggravate contradictions among the socialist countries of 
Indochina and the Association of Southeast Asian Nations countries. 


Life and practice are revealing increasingly Beijing's double-dealing foreign 
policy course. On the one hand, it is unetinting with broad declarations of 
support for the “third world” peoples’ revolutionary struggle and with as- 
surances of sincere friendship. Yet on the other it is trying to subordinate 
the developing countries, embarking on collusion with U.S. militarist forces 
and on alliance with the imperialists and reactionaries in their struggle 
apainet the national liberation sovement. 


This double-dealing policy of the Maciets is rejected and condemned by the 
peoples. At the conference of nonaligned states in Havana last September 
those taking part resolutely opposed the intrigues of imperialism, neocolon- 
ialiem and hegenomiem. The nonaligned movement re‘ected the Chinese leader- 
ship's importunate attempts to impose iteelf as the leader of the movement.

|Report: “Vietnamese Refugees Condemn With Blood and Tears Brutal Oppression 
by the Le Duan Clique”) 


[Text] More Vietnamese refugees have fled their country in boate since the 
beginning of thie year. Groupe of them who were on the brink of death were 
picked up by Chinese fishing veseele and steamships and by the Chinese people 
in the coastal areas of Guangdong and Guangxi. They received humanitarian 
care in China. They revealed that the Vietnamese authorities tried to de- 
ceive the Vietnamese people by telling them that they would be killed once 
they feil into the hands of the Chinese people. Now the facts have laid 
bare the lies of the Vietnamese authorities. The Vietnamese refugees are 
deeply touched. They say: “These Chinese people are really good.” 


The majority of the Vietnamese refugees who entered China in late May and 
early June this year came from Hue in central Vietnam and Wha Trang in south- 
ern Vietnam and belonged to the middle and lower social strata. All of 

them were of the Kinh nationality. Talking about what they had 

and witnessed, they told about the brutal rule of the Vietnamese authorities 
and the present corrupt conditions of Vietnamese society. 


According to the refugees, Vietnam is now a land ravaged by both man-made 

and natural disasters. Large tracte of farmland lie idle. Grain output 

dropped drastically. The government authorities have taken away almost ali 

the grain from the peasants. Since the peasants do not have boats they 

not flee and are forced to wander about begging for food. Almost all 

people of Ninh Dien village in Ninh Phuc District, Phu 

left their homes. Since the beginning of thie year, ordinary city res 

can buy only 4 or 5 kg of grain a month at the official price. In 

ket, grain is sold at a high price of 9 dong per keg. This is a heavy burden 
this 





on those who earn an average monthly income of 60 dong. 


The fishermen lead an even more miserable life. Since the beginning of 
year, they are no longer supplied with grain at the official price. They have 
to buy grain from the black market. 
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A ordiag to the refugees, market supplies were running short and commodity 
prices were appallingly high in Hue and Nha Trang. in the pase 18 merthas, 
coupons for 4 meters of cloth per capita were tasued but cloth waa not avail- 
able, Each person was given a coupon for 3.5 liang of meat 4 month and, 
likewine, meat could not be obtained. The price for one box of watches rose 
from 0,04 to 0,2 dong, and matches were supplied to those whe held ration 
books, Under these conditions, the black market thrived and goods were sold 
at exorbitant prices, 


Resettling people in “new economic zones’ in mountain areas ie a malicious 
tactic adopted by the Vietnamese authorities A “new economic sone” is actual- 
ly a labor camp, As a result of the growing economic difficulties and the 
aggravating social upheavals, the Vietnamese authoricies have forced more 

and more peasants, fishermen, peddlers and craftamen to go to the “new eco~ 
nomic sones.” Those who refused to go to these sones or fled to other places 
were not given grain rations and cloth coupons, Their ration books were con- 
fiscated and thetr houses demolished. Reuidents of some fishing villages 

were resettled by force under the pretext of building defense works in coast~ 
al areas to “guard againet a Chinese invasion from the sea." 


According to the refugees, the Vietnamese authorities draft young people into 
the army by force and more and more young people are evading military service. 
In southern Vietnam, the conscription system has been carried out twice 4 year 
since 1977, In 1979, the Vietnamese Government issued a "general mobiliza- 
tion order” requiring all people between 18 and 45 years of age to register 
for ailitary service. Im Vinh Tho village near Nga Trang, more than 100 peo- 
ple were forcedly drafted in a group and sent to the battlefield in Kampu- 
chea, They were not allowed to communicate with their families. <A young 

man from My Giang village died in Kampuchea. Someone wrote to his mother 
about thie 6 @onthe later. When this became known, 4 public security of fi- 
cer called on her to find out who wrote to her. At present, the young people 
try to evade military service by wounding themselves or by other means. ‘Some 
flee and hide in other localities, Others risk their lives and flee aboard 
boats. There are more and more deserters from the battlefield in Kampuches. 


The Vietnamese authorities continue to strengthen their rule through the secret 
police. They divide the citizens into 18 categories and arrest or suppress 
thea if there ie any sign of disturbance. The broad gasses cannot tolerate 
this rule. They try to flee by all possibie means. Not oniy fishermen, peas- 
ante, workers, peddlers, craftemen, intellectuals and priests want to flee, 
but soldiers aiso desert and flee in boats. After successfully fleeing, a 
soidier in an army unit stationed in Hue wrote to hie unit “extending his re- 
garde to the commanding officer." Disregarding the fate of people, the Viet- 
namese authorities have made a fortune by taking advantage of the exodus of 
refugees. Extortion and bribe taking are common pract‘ces. The public se- 
curity officer of My Giang village acquired more than 30 gold bars within a 
short period of time. 


The refugee's accusations show that the Hano! reactionary authorities’ deeds of 
throwing in their lot with the Soviet Union, seeking regional domination and 
invading Kamupches have not only jeopardized peacc in Southeast Asia but also 
brought great suffering to the Vietnamese people.

As at previous summits, a major item on the agenda of this conference was 

the elimination of South African raciam and the complete liberation of the 
continent. The summit paid keen attention to the new situation arising from 
the independence of Zimbabwe. The victory of the Zimbabwean people has great- 
ly encouraged the national liberation movements in Southern Africa, As a 
result, the Namibian people's struggle for national independeace and the 
struggle of the black and other colored people in South Africa against repres- 
sion have gained increasing momentum. The summit vehemently condemned the 
South African authorities for their massacre of black people and their latest 
armed invasion of Angola.

PRIMER ON INTERNATIONAL LAW AND STATE SOVERE LGNTY 
Beijing FAXUE YANJLU (STUDLES IN LAW) in Chinese 23 Feb 80 pp 17-20 


[Article by Wang Kejun [3769 0668 5468): “The Jurisdiction of China's 
Criminal Law and State Sovereignty") 


[Text] The Criminal Law of the People's Republic of China systematically 
summarized our experience in the struggle with crime over the 30 years 
since the nation was founded, including some trial experience in criminal 
cases involving foreign nationals. The formulation and administration of 
these laws not only play an important role in strengthening and perfecting 
China's socialist legal system, but they also have positive significance 
for defending state sovereignty. This essay discusses an individual view 
of the jurisdiction of China's criminal law with regard to foreign na- 
tionals, from the aspect of state sovereignty. 





I, 


State sovereignty is the highest right of a state to deal independently 
and on its own initiative with domestic and foreign affairs. Proceeding 
from state sovereignty, a state has certain basic rights, such as the right 
of independence, the right to defend itself, and the right of equality. 
Jurisdiction is another basic state right which is derived from state 
sovereignty. According to international law, a sovereign state can exer- 
cise jurisdiction over all things and persons on its territory--i.e., it 
enjoys the right of superiority over its possessions. It also can exer- 
cise jurisdiction over all of its people, whether at home or abroad-- 

i.e., it enjoys the right of superiority over its people. A state general- 
ly clearly stipulates in legal form the contents of the jurisdiction it 
exercises so that its citizens will obey them and they will be respected 
internationally. 


Criminal jurisdiction is an important and indis;j ensable constituent ele- 
ment of state jurisdiction. By punishing criminals according to the law, 
a state directly defends state security and social order and defends state 
sovereignty. The substance and systems of criminal jurisdiction are main- 
ly stipulated by the constituent laws of the criminal code, criminal suits, 








the courts, and Che procuraterate, China's criminal code clearly stipu 
lates that behavior which endangers state sovereignty and is punishable 
by law is criminal behavior. Collaborating with foreign countries and 
conspiring to endanger the sovereignty, territorial jnatearity and 
security of the ancestral land are counterrevolutionary crimes. Of course, 
the exercise of criminal jurisdiction not only entails punishment of those 
guilty of directly endangering state sovereignty, but aleo punishment of 
those who have committed other crimes. These both embody state sovereign- 
ty a8 well as defend state sovereignty. Furl lermore, whether a state can 
exercise ite own criminal jurisidiction te an indication of whether or not 
a state truly enjoys sovereignty. 


Criminal jurisdiction is generaily exercised by specially appointed state 
organizations. China's criminal code atipulates thac in criminal cases, 
public security organizations are responsible for investigation, detention, 
and questioning. The People's Procuratorate is responsible for approving 
arrest the procuratorial work (including investigations) and inetituting 
proceedings; the People's Court is responsibie for trials. The organiza- 
tions which exercise jurisdiction mentioned above are exercising rights 
granted by the state and all Chinese citizens, foreigners and stateless 
persons who are involved in criminal cases as stipulated by China's 
criminal law must obey the jurisdiction of these organizations. 


The scope of exercising criminal jurisdiction is set by each state on its 
own by state sovereignty. The first articie of China's criminal law 
gives a detailed and concrete statement of its jurisdiction. The juris- 
diction of criminal law is a matter of where, to whom, ani when the cri- 
minal law applies and is the legal basis for the state to advocate the 
exercise of jurisdiction. The questions of where and to whom the criminal 
law applies are directly related to the juristiction of the state's exer- 
cise of sovereignty. China's criminal law clearly stipulates that in ad- 
dition to its application to criminals who are citizens of China in the 
People's Republic and state territory, this iaw applies equally to foreig- 
ners and stateless persons who commit crimes on Chinese territory, to 
Chinese who commit certain specified crimes outside Chinese territory, 
and to foreignere who commit certain specified crimes against the People's 
Republic or its citizens outside Chinese territory. It also stipulates 
that the question of responsibility for criminal acts by foreigners who 
enjoy diplomatic privileges or diplomatic immunity wili be resolved 
through diplomatic channels. These stipulations are very necessary to 
safeguard the system of proletarian dictatorship, to procect the personal, 
democratic and other rights of China's citizens, and to guarantee the 
smooth progress of China's socialist revolution and socialist construc- 
tion. From the international angle, such stipulations also conform to 
the principles of state sovereignty in international law and conform to 
international practice. 


Because every state, whatever its size, enjoys sovereignty equally, the 
sovereignty of each state should be respected. At the same time, each 
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state has the obligation to respect the sovereignty of others, The first 

of the five principles of peaceful coexistence is mutual reapect of 
sovereignty and territorial integrity.” Article 2 of the United Nations 
Charter stipulates: “The Organization ts based on the principle of the 
sovereign equality of all ite members." The stipulations concerning foreig- 
ners in the jurisdiction of China's criminal law fully embody the basic , 
principles of international law mentioned above. On the basie of a state's 
willingness to grant equality and reciprocity, China also accepts the 
spirit of rights and obligations and stipulates that the question of cri- 
minal responsibility of foreigners (including diplomatic officers) who : 
enjoy diplomatic privileges and diplomatic immunity will not be investiga 
ted through ordinary judicial procedures, but will be resolved through dip- 


lomatic channels. 
Ll. 


According to the right of superiority over the territory of state 
sovereignty, criminal jurisdiction can be exercised over all criminal be- 
havior which occurs within a country's borders. China's criminal law 
stipulates: "All crimes committed on the territory of the People's Repub- 
lic of China are appropriate to this law except where there are special 
stipulations in the law." All crimes on vessels or aircraft of the People's 
Republic are regarded the same as crimes on Chinese territory and are also 
subject to China's criminal law. The three situations below are recogni- 
zed a8 crimes committed on Chinese territory: 1. A criminal act and 
result which occur on Chinese territory; 2. A criminal act which occurs 

on Chinese territory but the result occurs outside Chinese territory; 

3. A criminal act which occurs outside Chinese territory, but the re- 
sult occurs on Chinese territory. Those belonging to any one of these 
three situations are subject to Ghina's criminal I” 


According to international law, a foreigner who resides in a country for 
a long period of time or just temporarily should obey the laws and accept 
the legal jurisdiction of the country he is in. He enjoys the lawful 
rights and interests and the protection of life, property, and safety 
which the country extends to foreigners. But when he breaks the law of 
the country he is in, he should be tried by the courts of that country, 
according to that country's criminal law, and receive the appropriate 
punishment. Since the country's founding, China has exercised protect ion 
and jurisdiction over foreigners who live in China. And as for foreigners 
who have committed crimes in China, Chinese courts have carried out pun- 
ishment of those criminals according to the relevant laws and regulations 
of the criminal law. 


A country has jurisdiction and applies its criminal law to crimes of 
foreigners within the country. This has been a right held by each coun- 
try. But in semicolonial old China, because we did not have complete 
sovereignty, this could not be realized. The Opium War opened a chapter 
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int the Nietory of China replete with the Chinese people being bullied 

and HNumiliated, tn 1842, the Sino=English Treaty of Nanking, "concluded 
under the threat cf eannona” ("Complete Works of Marx and Engels,” Vol 12, 
p 600), stipulated the opening of five porte to trade. Concerning legal 
cases between Englishmen and Chinese, the “Rules on the Opening of the 
Five Ports to Trade," which the Qing government was forced to sign the 
next year, stipulated: "If an Englishmen commite any crime, by English 
rules of protocol and laws, he will be handed over to the officials accord- 
ingly.” (Wang Tleyai [3769 6993 1509), editor, “Collection of Old Treaties 
Between China and Foreign Countries," Sanlian Bookstore, 1957, Vol 1, p 
41). Thie was the start of China's accepting the fact of consular juris- 
diction over foreigners who committed crimes on Chinese soil, They were 
not sentenced according to Chinese law or tried by Chinese courts. 

After this, Taarist Russia and other nations also continued to enjoy 

this special right--i.e., if a eriminal and his victim both belonged to 
4 nation which enjoyed consular jurisdiction, the case was heard by the 
consular court of that country; if the victim was a Chinese or a citizen 
of a country which did not enjoy consular jurisdiction, but the criminal 
was a citizes of a country which enjoyed consular jurisdiction, then the 
case would still be heard by the consular court of the foreigner. What 
is more, in the concessions in China they established a joint court-<a 
judicial orgao especially established for Chinese and foreigners who did 
not enjoy consular jurisdiction. Thus, through “hearing attendance” and 
“joint courts," foreign consular officials could seize part of the judi- 
cial jurisdiction over Chinese, although old China's Provisional New 
Criminal Code (1912) stipulated, “This code applies to all criminals in 
the Republic of China without exception.” The Criminal Law (1928) of 
the Kuomintang government stipulated, "This law applies to criminals in 
the territory of the Republic of China. Criminals on vessels or aircraft 
of the Republic of China outside the territory of the Republic of China 
will be treated as if they were on the territory of the Republic of 
China." But for old China, which had lost its sovereignty, this was 
only a scrap of paper for self-consolation. This consular jurisdic- 
tional system lasted right up to the Second World War, but in actuality 
the thorough elimination of consular jurisdiction was only properly 
realized after the Chinese people won victory in the anti-imperialist 
struggle under the leadership of the Chinese Communist Party. 





Concerning the point that crimes of foreigners who enjoy diplomatic pri- 
vileges and diplomatic immunity will be handled through diplomatic chan- 
nels, this is a stipulation of Chin'as criminal law and at the same time 
is a general rule adopted by other countries. Although it is a limite- 
tion on the right of superiority over territory of state sovereignty, it 
is an embodiment of the will of sovereignty and is common and lawfui in 
international law. In international relations, over a long time the 
principle has taken shape that diplomatic representatives sent to another 
country by their government enjoy diplomatic privileges and diplomatic 
impunity. It came about on one hand because the country in which they 
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are located respects the nation which the diplomatic representatives re- 
present, and on the other because of the need for diplomatic representa- 
tives to perform their duties. Domestic Law and bilateral and multilater- 
al treaties stipulate diplomatic privileges and diplomatic immunity. 


fo say that foreigners who enjoy diplomatic privileges and diplomatic im 
munity enjoy exemption from China's (administrative, civil, and criminal) 
jurisdiction, 13 not the same thing as saying they need not observe or 
respect China's laws. It means only that when such a person breaks the 
law or commits a crime, China's administrative organs and courts cannot 
punish him as they would another foreigner, but must go through diploma- 
tic channels--i.e., they must handle it through organs of foreign rela- 
tions (Ministry of Foreign Affairs, diplomatic envoys abroad). Accord- 
ing to international law and international practice, when persons who 
enjoy diplomatic privileges and diplomatic immunity commit a crime, the 
aggrieved country can declare him persona non grata and demand that the 
country which sent him recall him or immediately either send him out of 
the country or order him to leave the country within a specified time. 
(See Ao-ben-hai, “International Law, 8th edition, Vo 1, p 387). Related 
to this, the .nviolability of embassies and diplomatic quarters does 

not mean that these places can hide a person whom our authorities have 
decided to arrest. Criminals in embassies who do not enjoy diplomatic 
privileges and diplomatic immunity should be handed over to China to be 
dealt with.

According to the right of superiority over territory of national sovereign- 
ty, a state not only can exercise criminal jurisdiction over citizens of 
that country who commit crimes within the country, but also can exercise 
jurisidction over citizens of that country who commit crimes abroad. Al- 
though a citizen of a country is living abroad, under the law he is still 
a citizen of the said country. Thus, just like citizens living within 

the country he enjoys the right of state protection. From the perspective 
of the state, each state has the obligation to conduct diplomatic pro- 
tection of nationals residing abroad--i.e., to protect the legitimate 
rights and interests of nationals abroad through diplomatic means. When 
the interests of a national living abroad are encroached upon, without 
waiting for the national to apply, the national's government and ambassa- 
dor can lodge a protest and demand that he be rescued or compensated. 
China recommends that Chinese nationals abroad observe the laws of their 
host country and fulfill their proper obligations. China's constitution 
clearly stipulates that China will protect the proper rights and interests 


of its nationals abroad. 


At the same time, in addition to obeying the laws of the host country, 
nationals living abroad have an obligation to be loyal to their country 
and obey the jurisdiction of their country. In the judicial practice of 
other countries, based on the right of superiority over persons, there 
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is generally aiso a certain degree of jurisdiction exercised over nationale 


who commit crimes abroad. Some countries , such ae the Soviet Union, sti- 
pulate that the entire eriminal code is applicable=-i.e., a national who 
has committed a erime according to the criminal code of his country should 
be investigated for criminal responsibility according to that criminal 


code, Some countries, such as Japan, exercise jurisdiction only over 
specially designated crimes. 


The stipulations of China's criminal law regarding investigation for eri- 
minai responsibility of crimes committed by Chinese natiouals abroad is 
based on the nature of the crime and its severeity. Crimes which are 
intimately related to the interests and safety of China, such as counter- 
revolutionary crimes, counterfeiting currency, counterfeiting valuable 
negotiable securities, corruption, bribe-taking, revealing state secrets, 
swindling by posing as a state worker, forging oficial documents, creden- 
tials or seals--regardless of whether the person involved is a national 
who has Lived abroad for a long time, e citizen who is abroad temporarily, 
or a citizen who has been sent abroad on official business--all should 

be investigated for criminal responsibility according to China's criminal 
law. Those who have committed other crimes are investigated only accord- 
ing to the circumstances and seriousness of the results--i.e., according 
to China's criminal law, the crime committed should be punishable by at 
least 3 years’ imprisonment (for example, crimes which encroach on the 
personal and civil rights of an individual, such as deliberate murder, 
deliberate injury to another causing serious injury or death, and rape) 
but a crime which is not punishable according to the law of the place 
where the crime was committed will not be investigated according to 
China's criminal law. 


China's criminal law also stipulates that a foreigner on the territory of 
the People's Republic of China who commits a crime against the People's 
Republic of China or one of its citizens, if this crime is punishable by 
a minimum sentence of 3 years or more according to this law, can be 

tried under this law and is not exempt from punishment according to the 
law of the place of the crime. This stipulation is also a protection of 
China's state sovereignty. The legislation of many countries also makes 
this stipulation. (The criminal code of Korea, Japan, France, Germany, 
Austria, and Hungary all have the stipulation that any foreigner who com 
mits a crime which endangers the security of said country can be punished 
according to the said country's law.) Some other countries have also done 
this: for example, in Moscow in 1886, there was the case of Ka-ding, an 
American (See Ao-ben-hai, "International Law," 8th ed., Vol 1, p 147). 

and in France there was the case of Ba-yao, a Belgian (See Carson, 
"Principles of International Law," New York, 1952, p 211). In inter- 
national treaties, the right to exercise this kind of criminal jurisdic- 
tion over countries has been affirmed. (For example, see the stipulation 
in Article 305 of the Bastamente Code (1928) appended to "On International 
Private Law and Pacts." See “International Treaties" (1924-33) p 322).

Just as was pointed out at the Third 
Plenum of the Lith Party Gentral Committee, “Practice prowes that if we 
maintain the aecessary political security and operate according to objec- 
tive economic laws, our national economy will develop repidiy aad steadi- 
ly. Otherwise, the national economy will develop siowly and even stag- 
nate.” This is the essence of the lessons of experience of our national 
economic development. This aiso makes it cleat thet the key to ensuring 
that the newly constructed socialist productive relat ions and the socia- 
list superetructure suited to these productive relations meet the needs 
of the development of productive forces ilies is how we develop the super- 
iority of the socialist system. Developing socialist democracy and etren- 
ethening the socialist legal system are important: measures for fuily 
developing the superiority of the socialist systen. 


Mars once pointed out that gaintaining the relative etebility of certain 
soc ial relationships makes these relationships have “e disciplined and 
orderly fore” and “in terme of any @eans of oroduction that does avay 





with pure cChanee afd arbitrariness and achieves social regularisation and 
independence, thie is an indispensible factor.” 2/ China's newly esta- 
blished secialiet productive relations were developed to suit the produc= 
tive forces, Only by maintaining the necessary social and political sta- 
bility can the relative etabllity of socialist productive relations be 
safeguarded and sormal social production be carried out to further pro- 
@te the development of productive forces, 


Lenin once pointed out! In 4 military attack, when Soviet political 

power is being strangled, if the task of strengthening the revolutionary 
legal system is placed first, “then we are bookworm: and make a game of 
revelutlon and cannet carry it owt well, But the more stable our poli- 
tical power, the more civil interchange will develop and the more urgently 
necessary it will be to propose and put inte effect even firmer slogans of 
the revolution legal systea,” 3/ 


in socialist @odernization, socialist law is a necessary technique for 
the state to directly organize 4 socialist economy in accord with objec- 
tive economic laws. 


The histery of the development of modern industry and agriculture shows 
that modernized, large-scale economic construction is almost impossible 
vithouwt conectous and fairly complete legal readjustment (i.e., through 
defining the rights and obligations of participants in social relations, 
the lew playe 4 regulative role on social relations in return). If we 
say that the national economy can adjust iteelf automatically by relying 
on customs Which hawe developed over many years, then in a capitalist 
economy the standard of value plays a blindly automatic readjustment role, 
but in 4 soctalist secieity it is necessary and also possible to carry 
out « readjustment of the law self-consciously on the foundation of 
recognizing objective economic standards. Por this, on the foundation 
of summarising experience and recognizing objective standards, it is 
heceseary to formulate economic laws and regulations, to formulate 
clearly the rights, obligations, powers of office, and responsibilities 
of office in the economic reale. In this way we can thoroughly carry 
out democratic centralism .n the economic reale and thoroughly carry out 
the principles of material benefits to guarantee in legal form the sta- 
bility, seriousness, and unity of the party's economic policies, correct- 
ly deal with the relations of state, collective and individual, and cor- 
rectly deal with the relationships between general interests and particu- 
lar intereste, temporary interests and long-term interests. Otherwise, 
there will be either bureaucratic centraliss and arbitrary orders or 
laieser-faire, with mo one to govern and take responsibility or able to 
correctly handle various relationships and influence various positive 
factors. Thies will create 4 great waste of soci: 1] wealth. Therefore a 
socialist nation’s direct readjustment of the lawe and regulations of 
economic relationships should be large-scale and detailed. 
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Marx has polated out: Laws aiwaye “play a role of intrinsic, silent, and 


fatural inevitability after the facet,” but rules “play a role belorehand 
and aceording to plan." 4/ Man's subjective activity lies in being able 
‘eietunliy to summarize experience from individual events, to understand 





jaws, to determine general rules, and to avotd repeating his own mistakes, 
A characteriatic of lawa is that they set as rules of a behavior which 
are special and which reflect the will of the ruling clase. On the basis 
of our predecessors, experience, others’ experience, and especially our 
Own practical experience, and on the basis of the economic laws we 

already know, proceeding from the interests of the proletariat and the 
broad masses of the people we formulate laws of behavior (legal standards) 
which everyone must obey in order to guide people's behavior beforehand 
and in a planned manner onto a track which conforms, or more or leas con- 
form, to objective economic laws, and organize it to be in accord with 
proportional and rapid socialist modernization. 


Therefore, correctly formulating such normative documents as statutes and 
decrees and operating strictly in accordance with the law provides a 
general norm for the activity, primarily economic, of our broad cadres 
and masses to conform mre or less to economic laws. Having clearly for- 
mulated lawe and regulations, we will have « legal basis for restricting 
or limiting behavior of blind commandiem, decentraliem, and anarchism, 
which violate objective economic laws. 


Practice proves that to formulate laws correctiy, it is necessary to pay 
attention to at least three questions: [first, a law absolutely cannot 
exceed its statute and be divorced from actual economic conditions, so it 
must guard against subjectivism and arbitrariness; second, laws which are 
out of date and not suited to the demands of economic development must be 
elisinated promptly, and laws which are suited to the needs of socialist 
modernization must be formulated; third, correct methods of legal read- 
justment must be selected. At the present stage and for a long time to 
come, under the conditions of the economic laws of commodities and currency, 
the law of value, and distribution according to work, it is necessary to 
get rid of readjustment methods which violate objective economic laws. To 
mix together methods of readjustment which are demanded by the nature of 
different social relationships must of necessity introduce manmde disrup- 
tions into the development of socialist economy, such as the economic work 
among socialist enterprises, and being improper administrative meddling 
which violates the law of value or the use of so-called political norm 

in place of distribution according to work. Therefore, legislation 

which readjusts property relations to reflect the law of value and the 

law of distribution according to work (for example, civil law, labor iavw, 
commune law) has a very urgent significance. Because of the impact of 
the ultraleftist line of Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” one of the 
important questions in the economic realm in the past few years has been 
administrative meddling which violates objective laws, with the result 
that rights and obligations have not been clear or stable and property 
relations of the two kinds of ownership of socialism, especially ownership 
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at the three levels with the produetion team as the base, have not been 
forcefully guaranteed, This fact is an important element in creating 
insatability, 


lt iw necessary to see that the lawe and statutes of 4 socialist country 
can conform or nearly conform to objective economic laws. But these are 
not the same thing as economic laws. Firet of all, they are derived from 
our subjective understanding of and application of objective economic 

laws from the perspective of the interests of the working class and the 
broad masses; second, the formulation of law reflects our understanding 
of objective economic laws, but our understanding may not be comprehensive, 
and through practical experience it is poseible that laws and regulations 
may have elements which do not conform to objective economic laws; third, 
along with changes in the economic situation, lawe and regulations should 
change so as to utilize economic laws better. Therefore, operating in 
accordance with objective economic laws demands strengthened investiga- 
tions and studies, summerization of experience, constantly developing 
people's democracy, strengthening democratic centralism, and constantly 
improving and perfecting legislation as well as «forcement and observance 
of the law. 


in summary, the law has a very great role as guarantor and promoter in 

socialist modernization. We should not regard socialist law as only an 

auxiliary method of governing the country, but should see it as a basic 

function of realizing a socialist nation, and especially as a constant 

and indispensable tool for economic organization and cultural education.

GANG'S ULTRALEFT FOREIGN POLICY LINE ANALYZED

[Text] After the founding of the nation, such leading comrades of 
the Party Central Committee as Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai and Chen Yi 
formulated and implemented a revolutionary foreign policy line. As a 
consequence, we made brilliant successes in our foreign affairs work 
for many years. Our friends were found all over the world, our in- 
ternational position reached a record high, and we made important 
contributions to world peace and human progress. However, Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four," recklessly attempting to usurp the leadership 
power of the party and the state, turned the proletarian dictatorship 
into a bourgeois dictatorship and viciously slandered and attacked 
the revolutionary foreign policy line which had been found effective 
for many years. Emerging in an ultraleftwing image, hoisting the 
banner of proletarian internationalism and shouting the slogan of 
supporting the world revolution, they resorted to all kinds of vi- 
cious means. First they negated the great victories of the diploma- 
tic struggles since the founding of the nation, and placed the revi- 
sionist label of “three-surrender one-extinguish" on the revolution- 
ary foreign policy line. Then they created a set of reactionary 
fallacies and strategies, such as the “theory of the revolutionary 
influence, “the theory of the center of the world revolution,” “the 
lower level line,” “hitting out in all directions," etc., as the 
theoretical basis and program of action to promote their ultraleft- 
wing line. Under such cunning and conspiratorial scheming, they in- 
cited an ultraleftwing ideological trend, stirred up a counterrevolu- 
tionary evil tide, and disrupted the correct deployment of our diplo- 
matic struggies. For a time, the theory of “forcefully promoting the 
revolution" once criticized by Lenin caused an irreparable damage to 
our international prestige. 





Let us recall the various weird occurrences during the Great Cultural 
Revolution, Lin Bilao and the "gang of four" launched interferences 
and attacks on the revolutionary foreign policy line three times, 


The firet time wae from the start of the Great Cultural Revolution to 
Lin Biao's plane crash. The fiercest attack occurred in 1967. The 
spearhead was pointed directly at Vice Premier and Minister of Foreign 
Atfaire Chen Yi, while actually directed at our revered and beloved 
Premier Zhou. They transplanted to foreign affaires work the slogans 
of “doubting all," “negating all" and “knocking down all." First 
they accused the foreign affaires work for following the revisionist 
line of "three-compromise one-lesse" (compromise with imperialien, 
revisioniam and reactionaryism; less support to the revolutionary 
movements of the various nations). By 1967, their accusation was 
escalated to “three-surrender one-extinguish" (surrender to imperial- 
iem, revisioniem and reactionaryiem; extinguish the revolutionary 
movements of the various nations). They viciously attacked the revo- 
lutionary foreign policy line and ruthlessly criticized, struggled 
against and persecuted the old cadres in foreign affaires work, accus- 
ing them as special agents, renegades, capitalist roaders, revision- 
ists and counterrevolutionaries. It was after such false accusations 
that the "three-smash one-burn" incidents occurred (smashing the 
Burmese and two other embassies; burning the British charge d'affaires’ 
office). They incited anti-British and anti-repression movements in 
Hong Kong, and opposed and struggled against our neighboring socialist 
countries and the Asian and African nationalist states having friendly 
relations with us for revisionism and reactionaryiem, causing great 
losses to our diplomatic work. 


The second time occurred not long after Lin Biao's plane crash when 
the "gang of four" launched a reckless attack on Premier Zhou who 
firmly followed the revolutionary foreign policy line. The "gang of 
four" and its followers viciously slandered the Ministry of Foreign 
Affaire: “One must say that the defects and errors in its work are 
fairly serious. To put it briefly, it is rightiem, revisionism and 
opportunism." "The revisionism of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs is 
currently in progress." Today it continues to follow a “black, thick 
and long" revisionist line. In the fierce attack on the premier, they 
fabricated all kinds of weird and odd instances. They invented the 
“snail incident." They said that the “four-nation trip" was a “west- 
ward pilgrimage to worship Buddha," that the policies toward the 
United States and Taiwan constituted rightwing capitulationism, and 
that the film “China” was special agent plus “traitor,” creating chaos 
in our foreign affairs work and serious consequences. 
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The third time was in 1976 during cle campaign against the rightwing 
reversal trend, The spearhead of the fierce attack this time was 
apparently aimed at Comrade Deng Xiaoping. Besides continuing their 
attack on the so-called reviaioniet Line in foreign affairs work, 
they viciously distorted the facts, cooked up charges, recklessly 
denounced the import of equipment in complete sets, the export of 
erude of] and the purchase of ships as “worshipping foreign things 
and fawning on foreign powers," and viciously slandered Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping with such epithets as “comprador Lourgeois," "“treicor" and 
“national betrayal." Zhang Chunqiao [1728 2504 2890) put it even 
more bluntly: "The Ministry of Foreign Trade has probleme. Not just 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade... we have in our party, primarily in 
the Politburo, the bourgeoisie, the comprador bourgeoisie.” Their 
spearhead was pointed straight at the Party Central Committee, be- 
cause such measures as purchasing equipment in complete sets were all 
approved by Chairman Mao and Premier Zhou. 

In Lin Biao and the "gang of four's” three fierce interferences and 
attacks on the revolutionary foreign policy line, our foreign policy, 
our strategy on the international anti-hegemony united front, our 
five principles of peaceful coexistence among nations, and our policy 
of equality in our relationship with our sister parties all suffered 
damages to different degrees. Some friendly nations becene doubtful 
and uneasy over our foreign policy; others expressed dissatisfaction 
and lodged protests. In one period, some of our embassy personnel in 
foreign countries were expelled, and some countries closed down their 
embassies and severed relations with us. Such incidents which sad- 
dened our friends and gladdened our enemy caused unwarranted losses 
to our international prestige and smeared the image of our revolu- 
tionary foreign policy line. 


To correctly implement our revolutionary foreign policy line, develop 
our foreign relations, expand the international anti-hegemony united 
front, and raise our international prestige, the intensive criticism 
and liquidation of Lin Biao and the “gang of four's"” ulcraleftwing 
line ir foreign affairs and its remnant ;oison will have an extremely 
importa.t realistic significance as well as a far-reaching historical 
meaning.

To promote their ultraleftwing foreign policy line, Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four" displayed, on the one hand, the facade of internation- 
alism, claiming that failing to uphold internationalism was "violat- 
ing Marxism,” and created, on the other hand, a set of fallacious 
ideological theories, indicating in essence that they, only, were 
revolutionary and leftwing. Lin Biao's talk on the “Issue of China's 
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Revolution and World Revolution" on 26 October 1968 became the theo= 
retical basis and program of action for their ultraleftwing Line. 


Upon preliminary analysis, one finde that this ultraleftwing line 
claiming that they, only, were revolutionary contain many fallacious 
theses, Firat ia the so-called "theory of revolutionary influence." 
Starting from great-nation chauviniem, they distorted and violated 
the Marxist teaching on the influence of the revolutionary victory of 
one country on the world revolution, and emphasized and exaggerated 
one-sidedly the impact of China's revolution on the world revolution. 
Arrogantly they claimed that the victory of China's revolution would 
influence, determine and guide the progress and destiny of the world 
revolution. Lin Biao declared: “Today, we can take a broad and 
long-range view and see the prospect of the whole world. We can see 
that the country which will produce an unprecedented impact on world 
history and human destiny, propel the world forward, promote the 
world revolution, help the world revolution, become the most power- 
fu. , greatest and most enduring nation in the world, and influence 
the destiny of the people of all nations is China. Therefore, 
China's impact on the world, in the revolutionary aspect, is the 
greatest, surpassing the Soviet Union; in the influence of its prac- 
tical strengths, it surpasses Snain, England and the United States, 
turning into the most powerful and most revolutionary nation in the 
world, a nation which produces the greatest influence on man's his- 
torical destiny." These words were in complete violation of the 
Marxist-Leninist teaching on this issue. In regard to the influence 
of the victory of a socialist revolution on the world revolution, the 
Marxist-Leninists have always made an appropriate and correct assess- 
ment. While opposing any rightist disparagement of the influence of 
the October Revolution and China's revolution on the world revolu- 
tion, the Marxist-Leninists also resist any improper leftist exagger- 
ation. It was thus that Lenin expounded the international signifi- 
cance of the Russian revolution in "the 'Leftwing' Infantilism in the 
Communist Movement :" 


"Certain basic characteristics of our revolution possess an interna- 
tional significance. They are not localized, unique, or only Russian 
in significance, but are of international significance. The interna- 


tional significance referred to by me here is not in its broad sense. 
It does not mean that not only certain characteristics of our revolu- 
tion, but all the basic characteristics and many secondary ones, in 
terms of the influence of our revolution on all the countries, possess 
an international significance.... 


"If we exaggerate this truth and claim that it is not limited to cer- 
tain characteristics of our revolution, it will naturally be a very 
big mistake. However, if we overlook the other point, it will also 
be wrong...." ("Complete Works of Lenin," Vol 31 p 1). 
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Lenin made a full appraisal of the international significance of the 
October Revolution, but he also pointed out at the same time that it 
was limited to certain basic characteriatice and did not include all 
the basic characteristics and many secondary ones. Gomrade Mao Ze- 
dong aleo emphasized the momentous influence of the October Revolu- 
tion, but he also stressed the necersity of integrating the universal 
truth of Marxiem-Leniniem and the concrete practice of China's revo- 
lution before victory could be won, 


On the great international significance of China's revolutionary vic- 
tory and its influence on the world revolution, Comrade Mao Zedong 
nade a full appraisal, stating that China's revolution was a conti- 
nuation of the October Revolution and a major part of the world revo- 
lution, and that it broke through the Kastern front of imperialiom 
and possessed a great international significance. However, he re- 
peatedly admonished us to guard against pride, conceit and the great- 
nation chauvinist attitude, placing ourselves in the center and arbi- 
trarily imposing our experiences on others. When discussing China's 
revolutionary experiences with foreign visitors, our party and state 
leaders always explain modestly that such experiences were the result 
of integrating the universal truth of Marxism-Leninism and the con- 
crete practice of China's revolution and can only serve as their 
reference, and ask them to integrate the Marxist-Leninist universal 
truth and the concrete practice of their own revolution and to formu- 
late their own revolutionary tasks and policies. In his personal 
inscription for the worker friends of Japan in 1962, Comrade Mao Ze- 
dong pointed out clearly: "So long as the integration of the univer- 
sal truth of Marxism-Leninism and the concrete practice of Japan's 
revolution is truly attained, the victory of Japan's revolution is 
certain." In December 1970, he instructed us not to draw the boun- 
dary line around ourselves. "In regard to all foreigners, we must 
not ask them to recognize the ideology of the Chinese; we only ask 
them to integrate the universal truth of Marxism-Leninism and the 
concrete practice of their own revolution. This is a fundamental 
principle which I have repeated many times." Our leading comrades 
also explain matter-of-factly that, though China has vast territory 
and abundant resources, it is still a developing nation and belongs 
to the Third World, and that we must not engage in impractical and 
exaggerated propaganda and resort to the great-nation chauvinist me- 
thod of arbitrarily imposing ourselves on others. These are all 
severe criticisms of Lin Biao and the "gang of four's" ultraleftwing 
“theory of the revolutionary influence.”

Another fallacy of Lin Biao and the "gang of four's" ultraleftwing 


line is the “theory of the center of the world revolution." They 
proclaimed China the center and the base of the world revolution, 
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declaring that the center of the world revolution firet shifted from 
Furope to Russia, and now it was shifting to China; therefore, China 
must not only support the world revolution, but also propel and di- 
rect it, and the success or failure of the world revolution hinged on 
the success of China's revolution. Lin Biao advocated: "We can 
serve as the firm rock in the countercurrent of the world, the pillar 
of the forward development of the revolution.... When China is red 
all over, it is the same as Europe being red all over." In his talk 
on 20 March 1967, he said: “In terme of the world revolution, China 
is a decisive factor.... As long as China does not collapse or 
change color, there is hope for the world. Most places have turned 
revisionist and become black, but we can still influence them and 
restore them to light, and change the black into red." 


Lin Biao also proposed the ridiculous theory that "China is a pro- 
vince in the world,” declaring that, as the success of the revolution 
in a province would spread to the whole country, the victory of 
China's revolution would spread to the whole world. In his talk on 
"the Issue of China's Revolution ard World Revolution,” he said: 

"The world and China are insepara:'e, like the fact that any of our 
provinces is indivisibly Linked with all the other provinces in the 
country, though there is naturally a difference in degree. China is 
in the world. When the world becomes one nation, China will be 
equivalent to one province--one province in the world nation, but the 
largest one. The revolution of the largest province will inevitably 
spread and influence other countries. China has the obligation to 
help the proletariat of other countries liberate itself; it must not 
close the country to the world." 


Lin Biao and the “gang of four's” “theory of the center of the world 
revolution" is most deceptive. Their theory that the center of the 
world revolution was in the process of shifting to China was extended 
from a thesis advanced by Kautsky in 1902. At that time, Kautsky 
said in the article "Madam (Sila) and the Revolution:" "In the first 
half of the 19th century, the revolutionary center was in France, and 
at times in England. By 1848, Germany also joined the revolutionary 
ranks.... The changes at the beginning of the new century make us 
feel that we are in the process of welcoming a further shift of the 
revolutionary center, i. e., the shift toward Russia.... Russia has 
received so much revolutionary initiative from the West; maybe it has 
now become the source of the revolutionary impetus of the West." 
(Ibid., Vol 30 p 485). 


Lenin issued an extremely serious warning on the words of Kautsky who 
was then still a Marxist: 


"These words have made me realize that our party today may find 
itself in an extremely dangerous plight--the plight of Pride and 
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conceit, It ia extremely stupid, disgraceful and ridiculous, As we 
all know, before ite failure and decline, a political party is often 
proud and conceited.... In regard to the dangers cited above, all 
the Bolsheviks, whether in terme of individuals or the entire party, 
must redouble their eatimate.... Finally, I hope that, no matter 
what, we will not permit our party to degenerate to the plight of 
pride and conceit.” (Tbid., Voi 39 pp 485-486), 


Lenin had long criticized the erroneous theory on che centre, of the 
world revolution, yet Lin Biao and the "gang of four" picked it up as 
a priceless treasure, and extended it shamelessly, claiming that the 
center of the world revolution had shifted to China. Chairman Mao 
ruthlessly criticized such ridiculous ravings. On 16 May 1968, he 
eriticized the wording in a document which read “Beijing=-center of 
the world revolution.” He pointed out again: Such “theory of the 
center of the world revolution" “is precisely the erroneous idea that 
‘IT am the nucleus.'" 


Lin Biao's statement that, “as long as China does not collapse or 
change color, there is hope for the world" also runs counter to 
Marxism-Leninism. Naturally we recognize the tremendous influence 
of the victory of China's revolution on the world revolution. How- 
ever, Chairman Mao said that, even if China's party became revision- 
ist, the people of all nations in the world would still hoist the 
Marxist-Leninist banner and pursue the revolution to the final end. 
Once the socialist Soviet Union became a social imperialist, the peo- 
ple of China and all nations would hoist the Marxist-Leninist red 
flag and continue to propel the revolutionary cause forward. At a 
special session of the United Nations General Assembly in 1974, Com 
rade Deng Xiaoping, on behalf of the people of China, solemnly de- 
clared that, if China ever changed its color and turned into a social 
imperialist country, the people of the world must, together with the 
people of China, knock it down. His words were a penetrating exposi- 
tion of Marxism-Leninism. 


As for Lin Biao's comparison of China to a province in the world, it 
was nonsense. The relationship between a province in a country and 
the country itself is, after all, quite different from that between a 
nation in the world and the world nation. Lin Biao’s nonsense not 
only exposed his ignorance and impudence, but also contained a vi- 
cious conspiracy to find an excuse for promoting the ultraleftwing 
line. 


IV 


The “lower level line" in diplomatic work is another fallacy of Lin 
Biac and the “gang of four's” ultraleftwing foreign policy line. 
They advocated that diplomatic work must be aimed at the people of 
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the country where an embassy was stationed, and opposed doing upper 
level work or dealing with those in power, claiming that dealing 
with those in power consisted only of dinners and banquets. Lin Biao 
said: “On the surface, diplomatic work seems to be on a grand and 
spectacular scale, Diplomatic activities involving the bourgeois 
authorities, the revisionist authorities and the reactionaries of the 
various countries appear to be bustling, making one feel that one is 
not isolated.... If we only dwell on their reactionary authorities 
and overlook the masses, failing to contact the masses, promote the 
masses, and help the masses, then we will today and in the future, 
and in the far future, become very passive politically and sever our- 
selves from the broadest laboring people in the world...." 


How resonant was Lin Biao's "revolutionary" slogan! He wanted our 
diplomatic personnel in the countries where they were stationed to 
“promote the masses" and “help the masses" to resist the authorities 
of such countries. Was it not obviously interference in their inter- 
nal affairs? Would it not antagonize such countries? Yet Lin Biao 
raved: "We absolutely do not fear such temporary opposition to and 
isolation from those reactionary authorities; we do not fear their 
cold shoulder.” Lin Biao's foot soldier Guan Feng [7070 6912] put it 
even more bluntly: "The Ministry of Foreign Affairs must not fear 
severance of relations. You must not always feel that the achieve- 
ment of diplomatic work consists of the number of countries having 
diplomatic relations with us and the number of contacts with them." 


Lin Biao and the “gang of four's" so-called “lower level line" in 
diplomatic work was extremely fallacious and harmful. They fundamen- 
tally failed to understand that the main objectives in the work of 
diplomatic personnel stationed in foreign countries are the govern- 
ments and the authorities of such countries. According to generally 
recognized international practice, an ambassador, upon arrival in the 
country where he is assigned, will first present the credentials to 
its chief of state, indicating that he is the representative of his 
own government, and make contact with its authorities. Actually, 
only by contacting the authorities will the issues between the two 
countries be solved. When receiving (Snow) in 1972, Chairman Mao 
said: We welcome Nixon to come and hold discussions, because we feel 
that he is a person in power and can solve the problems. Talking 
with you will not solve the problems, because you are not in power. 
The facts proved him correct. After Nixon came and held discussions, 
the "Sharchai communique” was published. The establishment of diplo- 
matic r" s between China and the United States in 1979 was only 
achievec . ‘any talks between the diplomatic representatives and 
between thos .1 power of the two ocuntries. The establishment of 
diplomatic relations and the signing of the peace and friendship 
treaty with Japan were also accomplished after many talks between the 
diplomatic representatives and between those in power of the two 
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countries. Our envoys to foreign countries must deal with the autho= 
rities of such countries before the iesues can be solved, 


Does this mean that we will not perform any mase work? Of course 
not. Chairman Mao said: We place our hopes on the people. Premier 
Zhou pointed out: The goal of our diplomacy is to win over, become 
close to and influence the masses via the relations between the 
governments. Our focus of attention is the people, winning the mase- 
es via diplomatic relations and contacts. He also said very clearly: 
Chairman Mao's line is to focus on the people via the upper level and 
place our hopes on the people. It is both principled and flexible. 
Our consistent attention on and development of friendship with the 
people of the various nations are completely different from Lin Biao 


and the "gang of four's" so-called “lower level line." 


The fallacy of Lin Biao and the "gang of four's" “lower Level line" 
also manifests itself in their failure to make concrete class ana- 
lyses of the authorities and the masses. They simplistically consi- 
dered all the authorities of the various nations reactionaries and 
all the people rebels, and blindly advocated struggling against the 
authorities and supporting the "rebels." It was completely metaphy- 
sical. Generally speaking, the authorities of the nations of the 
Second World possess a dual nature, and che main tendency of those of 
the Third World is anti-imperialist, anti-colonial and anti-hegemony. 
We must distinguish the different objectives and perform our work. 
Our support and aid to the authorities of Third World countries are 
our support and aid to the revolutionary struggles of their people. 
All the historical facts have proved this point. Even if some of the 
authorities are aristocrats, as long as they pursue the policy of 
national independence and resist the interference of external forces, 
we must also support and aid them. 


Shouting revolutionary slogans and promoting the “lower level Line" 
in diplomatic work, Lin Biao and the "gang of four” incited and sup- 
ported the so-called “revolutionary rebels" in the countries where 
our diplomatic personnel were stationed against their authorities and 
wanted to oust them. Such apparent interference in their internal 
affairs would inevitably produce a strong reaction of those coun- 
tries. Once diplomatic relations are severed and the personnel 
expelled, there will be no opportunity to contact the masses. How, 
then, can they “promote the masses?"

tione” makes oo distinetion emong the enemy, ourselwee and our friends 
and opposes al] countries. sven the sationaliet countries of the 
Third World which were owr allies were 411 considered a6 reactionary 
governments to be knocked down. When our government ieeued a state- 
ment of some unpleasantness with 4 certain Asian country on the over= 
seas Chinese issue in 1967, Of Benyu [2054 2609 4416) denounced the 
statement a6 4 product of rightwing opportunies, raving: “They 
killed our comrades, yet our meeses are not allowed to shout ‘Down 
with the Reactionary K K Govwernment!'” Such arrogance and conceit 
could net be surpassed.

"Vice Premier Deng has made the call over and again that it is necessary to 
uphold the principle of collective leadership at all times, that no one should 
be allowed to place himself above the organization and that no individual 
should be permitted to have too much power. As a matter of fact, in our party 
today it is not Chairman Hua who possesses the supreme and (?unlimited) power. 
It is no longer Comrade Hua Guofeng--chairman of the party Central Committee, 
chairman of the military commission and premier of the State Council--who is 

in a position to (?approve or) decide the domestic and foreign policies and 

the appointment or removal of any principal cadre at the central or local level. 


"This is an open secret known to everyone. To mention just a few cases. Was 
not everything done in accordance with the personal opinion of Vice Premier 
Deng regarding the problem of Chen Xinlian and Ji Dengkui, (?in the handling 
of) the cases of Zhang Caiqian and Zhang Jingfu and in the appointments of 
comrades Hu Yaobang, Zhao Ziyang and Yang Dezhi? 


"It was originally meant for both Chairman Hua and Vice Premier Deng to share 
party, government and army leadership. But Vice Premier Deng [words indis- 
tinct] repeatedly made it known that he intends to leave the State Council 
and only retain his position as vice chairman of the party Central Committee. 
It would not be proper for him to do so. Since the central authorities have 
affirmed the principle of collective leadership and forbid any individual 








to exercise too much power, it is, then, not right for an individual to try 
to show off anytim he can, inatead of acting in lien with the form of organ- 
ization,” What he should do is support Chairman Hua. But at the time when 
Chairman Hua was acting premier, he was not supported.

[Text] We cannot be influenced by some minor currents in adhering to the 
firmness of the policy in giving a free hand in publishing literature and 
acts. This is an opinion raised in an article recently published in issue 
No 5 of WEN YI BAO. 


In an article titled "Correctly Understand and Carry Out the Policy of Giving 
a Free Hand in Publishing Literature and Arts," Gu Xiang [7357 7534] voiced 
his opinion on the following subject matter. Has our party always been 
opposed to "freedom" with regard to anarchism? The article recognizes that 
there are a minority of people in society who, adopting extreme individualism, 
and using anarchism disguised in the form of socialist democracy, will ignore 
the leadership of the party in their actions, depart from the path of 
socialism, and even go so far as to instigate riots and commit offenses and 
violate law and order. Such actions are in opposition to the ideals and 
interests of the overwhelming majority of people. Hence, we should oppose 
such people and keep them in control, and we should even insist on trying 
those who violate law and order. However, such an issue is not the same as 
the “double hundred" policy [let a hundred flowers bloom; let a hundred schools 
of thought contend], the intention of which is to promote science and culture. 
Hence, as far as the latter is concerned, the ideas of "freedom" and "control" 
are irrelevant. It is not correct to say that the party has always been 
opposed to "freedom" even with regard to extreme individualism and anarchism. 
However, the criticism of extreme individualism and anarchism can only be 
achieved through "freedom," for there is no other means by which it can be 
dene. As Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out, we must be able to reflect the 
ideology of the capitalist class and that of the petty bourgeoisie, and that 
"it is impossible for them not to express themselves in their own ways. We 
should not use repressive measures to control them from expressing themselves, 
but rather, we should let them express themselves, and, while they do so, 

we should debate them and criticize them appropriately." 
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The article presents an analysis on understanding the two facets of "freedom." 
The article describes that one facet of "freedom" entails doing the correct 
thing but not the incorrect one, and that once something incorrect is done, 
everyone is to make a fuse about it and clamor for “control.” This is not 
the way to resolve contradictions; it can only enhance contradictions. At 
present, the main current in arts and literature is fine, though there emerge 
some minor currents. We cannot be influenced by these minor currents in 
adhering to the firmness of our policy in giving a free hand to arts and 
literature. Another facet of "freedom" is often interpreted as "I can say 
what | want,” which assumes that any criticism is an attack, a sign of 
"control." We should realize as a matter of fact that "freedom" itself 

means “development of diverse opinions and the arguments and criticisms 

which such opinions generate.” At present, routine criticisms have been 
leveled at some controversial products in arts and literature. Such 
criticisms against some of the erroneous phenomena have been made on the 
basis of reasoning and human understanding. This is well within the meaning 
of "freedom." The key to correctly handling the "double hundred” policy 

lies in fostering free and fair discussions.

[Text] The article says: Start with oneself right now in every task.

It is becoming the conscious action of party members, 
cadres and the masses. In studying and carrying out the guiding principles 
for inner-party political life, the party organizations and party members 
at all levels in our region identify their words with action, measure 
themselves by the guiding principles, and correct their mistakes while 
studying the guiding principles. They have scored initial results in 

this respect. However, the thinking of a few party members is confused 
and they harbor some one-sided and incorrect ideas concerning the imple- 
mentation of the guiding principles and the slogan of starting with oneself. 


This question should be solved in the course of penetratingly studying 
the guiding principles in order to guarantee further implementation of the 
guiding principles, 


The article says: Implementation of the guiding principles is a major 
task for the whole party and requires the joint efforts of the comrades 
of the whole party. It is particularly necessary for leading party 
members and cadres to play the role of models and vanguards. This is 
because an example set by a leader is like a silent order. It acts 

like a strong appeal and is convincing. However, this does not mean to 
say that the examples set by ordinary party members are not important. 
Some comrades say that the lower levels can do what the higher levels do. 
That is to say, the key to implementing the guiding principles lies with 
the leaders, so that the leaders are the decisive factor. 


it is not wrong to say that the key lies with the leaders but this does 
not give a complete picture of the problem. Since they are the heads of 
various areas and departments and form the backbone of the party organiza- 
tions, the leaders should set an example by taking concrete actions to 
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influence party members and the masses to improve their workstyle, In 
this sense, the key really lies with the leaders. However, the part 
played by the leading cadres alone is not enough. Ordinary cadres 

and party members should also play their parts, When the leaders have 
played thelr role, it does not follow that all party members at the 
lower levels will then automatically play theirs. Moreover, the guiding 
principles are the regulations and laws for the whole party and the 
criteria for the party members' actions, 


In the course of implementing the guiding principles, there should be 

no difference between leading and ordinary party members, No one should 
seek privileges and make exceptions. The question of who should go 

ahead of others in implementing the guiding principles does not exist, 
The slogan of starting with oneself applies to both the leaders and the 
ordinary party members and is entirely correct. It is wrong for one to 
gaze at the higher levels and talk about the leaders and even to act 

as a bystander who, under the pretext that the key lies with the leaders, 
just waits passively and does not seriously examine himself and start 
with himself. 


The article says: Some comrades feel that they will suffer if they act 
in accordance with the guiding principles, if they act accordingly while 
others act otherwise and if they go ahead of others. They say that the 
honest people suffer. This opinion is intolerable, We do not deny that 
it is a fact of life that there are some people who act mechanically 
according to regulations and cannot accomplish their work, while others 
play politics, such as establishing relationships with other people, 
getting in through the back door and resorting to deception, and succeed 
in seeking personal interests, grabbing profits and gaining petty 
advantages. However, this way of taking advantage of the party and the 
state by dishonest methods is unpopular and cannot last long. Those who 
act in this way will eventually suffer great losses and may even be 
toppled. Lin Biao and the “gang of four" said that one who did not tell 
lies could not do great things. They took this as the (?philosophy of 
life) and wantonly played tricks. Although they were in power for some 
time, they eventually became as filthy and contemptible as dog's dung 
and went down in history as a byword for infamy. We should take them

death in the daye of extreme grief of the Chinese people: 


The achievements of the selfless have to be great. 

The prestige of the unboastful is all the higher. 

the roe beats up ite own wind and flies into the clouds, and 
Sparrows can only follow with their eyes. 


Many comrades who are acquainted with Shen Hong have told this reporter 
how he takes Comrade Zhou Enlai as his example, makes strict demands on 
himeel!, selflessly serves the people and, in the face of all kinds of 
teste, always preserves the true qualities of 4 communist. They say that 
today, a8 we implement the “Guiding Principles for Inaner-Party Political 
Life” and reetify the party etyle, it is necessary for use to emulate the 
revolutionary epirit of the proletarian revolutionaries of the older 
generation. 
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Still Leve the Yanan Way of Life 


Shen Hong had contact with Comrade Zhou tnlai on numerous occasions, 
lhe meeting in Nevember 1965 gave him a singularly lasting impression, 


It Wae on an afternoon after the conclusion of the first national work 
conference on machinery product design. Shen Hong, then vice minister 

of the First Minietry of Machine Building, and Gao Yangwen, vice minister 
of the State Economic Commission, led Lin Zongtang and other varticipating 
comrades of the conference to Zhongnanhai to brief Premier Zhou on their 
work. Comrade Zhou Enlai said: It is not an easy job to be a “head.” 
Ministers, directors, section chiefs and responsible persons of the party 
committees and governments in all localities are all “heade” or "chiefs." 
To be a “head” you must first of all use your head and take the lead in 
practice, 


Comrade Zhou Enlai aleo admonished them: We have feudal rules, scholas- 
ticiem and the force of habit, which we must break! 


On that oecasion Comrade Zhou Enlai asked them to dine with him, because 
the meeting had dragged on for a long time. He led them out of the office 
and into the dining hall at the rear. Nobody expected to get fancy food 
to eat, but they were surprised at the simple meal: four emall dishes 

of pickled vegetables, thick chili sauce, thick broad<-bean sauce and 
salted peanuts and a large bowl of Chinese cabbage and bean curd soup 
with a few shreds of meat. The premier gestured to the others to sit 
down and helped himself to a bowl of cooked millet. We said: “The kind 
of setup at the banquet hall of the Great Hall of the People is for foreign 
guests. For our own comrades it is better to always bear in wind the time 
we spent in Yanan.” Still speaking, he sat down at the table and took 

up the chopsticks. Tapping lightly on his bowl with the chopsticks, 

he added: “I still love the millet and the pickled vegetables of the 
Yanan period!” 


in those sorrowful days after Comrade Zhou Eniai's death, Shen Hong kept 
listening to radio reports and watching television programs about hia. 

He also followed a etream of grieving and weeping people to pay last 
respects to the great man of his generation, lying in clusters of flowers. 
Recollecting the past, he was all tears, and his heart and body were all 
but broken. His deep sorrow weakened his cardiac muscle, so that he 
suffered from shock twice. 


In October 1976 bliss finally emerged from the depths of misfortune, 

and sunlight began to flood our country, which had gone through all kinds 
of suffering. At the age of 70, Shen Hong, although infirm and sick, 
vas wild with joy. Carrying 4 emall flag, he participated in 4 mammoth 
parade on the Changan Boulevard. Later he traveled to dozens of cities 
to investigate the current situation in the machine building industry 
and to help factories consolidate their order in production. He wanted 





to fedouble bis efforts te make up for the time lost in the 10-year 
catastrophe and to turn the party's grand blueprint for building a modern, 
powerful sectaliet etate into reality at an early date. 


Wherever be weat he always repeatedly told hia secretary and local leading 
cadres i0 industry: “Let me come and go quietly, and do not disturb the 
provincial and municipal leaders, The country remained in chaos for many 
years, and everyone is now busy with hie work. If there were a welcome 
and a sendoff by many people wherever I went, it would be a hindrance to 
my handling serious matters.” He aleo told them: “I shall stay in a 
place as others do, and you do not have to reserve a hotel room for me, 

| ehall eat the same food as others do, and you do not have to prepare 
special food for me.” 


thie Yanan etyle wae a feature of hie travel. Wherever he went he always 
carried along his “toolkit.” While staying in a guesthouse he acted as 
an electrician when an electric light was out of order; he acted as a 
lockemith when a door lock did not work; and he acted as a plumber when 
4 toilet tank was leaking. 


One day, a8 be was riding in 4 train to Qinhuangdao, water suddenly came 
out of a thermos bottle clipped to the leg of the table before him and got 
hie socke and shoes wet. He bent over to take a look and found the clip 
coming loose. He then got his “toolkit” from the rack, took out 
a pair of pliers, « emall hamper and some screws and fixed the clip before 
changing his socks and shoes. 


Accompanying Shea Hong on 4 trip to Shenyang was Zhao Shutian, director 
of the Heavy Machinery Bureau of the First Ministry of Machine Building, 
vho could not sleep on a “Simmons” bed because he was suffering from 
ljumbago contracted in the war yeare. The department concerned notified 
the guesthouse in advance to prepare a hard board for him to sleep on. 
When Shen Hong and hie party arrived at the guesthouse, they saw a heavy 
birth board placed against the handrail along the stairway. Since they 
wore ordinary clothes and some of them even carried kit bags covered with 
grease spote, service personnel at the guesthouse thought that they vere 
an advance party making arrangements for some leaders. A woman attendant 
said to one of them, a “Little old aan”: “One of your leaders wants a 
hard board to sleep on, Please take this board with you upstairs.” 


Thie “little old eee” wae Shen Hong. He answered laughingly: “Sure.” 
lameing bie “toolkit” ower his shoulder, he reached for the board. 
Comrades of hie party stepped forward and eaid at the same time: 
"Minister Shen, let we carry it!" That woman attendant could only stare. 
Then other attendants hurriedly stepped forward a1d grabbed the board, 
repeatedly saying: “Leading cadre, please excuse us and let us carry 
it!” Shen Hong etil!l said laughingly: “Never wind. It does not matter 
vho carries it.” “We are all comrades, and from now on do not call ae 
"leading cadre,"” he added. 
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lie In Not Generous at the Pxpense of the Country 


During that trip they alee visited a famous industrial city on the Liaodong 
Peninsula, A secretary of the municipal party committee was Zhao Shutian's 
old comrade-in-arnms, That party secretary said to Zhae Shutian: “We 
would like to invite old man Shen to dinner after you finiah your business, 
What de you think?" 


thao Shutian said: “IT shall passe the word to him for vou, bul from my 
experience | am afraid that he will not come to dinner.” Sure enough, 
when Zhao Shutian passed the word to Shen long, the latter said: “I 
cannot go to the dinner party. If they are going to pay for the dinner 
party out of their own pockets, I appreciate their kindness but must 
decline the invitation. If they are going to use public funda for this 
purpose, it will be a violation of the law. We muet not do that under 
any circumstances." 


Shen Hong is a member of the NPC Standing Committee, The NPC Standing 
Committee occasionally invites its members to film shows at the Great 
liall of the People and also gives tickets co their wives and chauffeurs 
for these shows. Sometimes, when Shen Hong does not attend these shows, 
his wife, Wu Ping, a veteran party member who was admitted to the party 
before the war of resistance against Japan, and his chauffeur go to the 
shows by bus. When he goes for a walk on the street or in 4 park or goes 
to bookstores to buy books and appreciate che calligraphy and paintings, 
he alwaye takes the bus. Over many years his {amily used the sedan 
assigned to him only once to tour the tombs of 13 Ming emperors one spring 
day. He also paid for this according to regulations. 


There was a two-story, Western-style house, and the floor of its downstairs 
living room was painted red. In front of the living room was 4 small 

yet nice yard with flowers. However, the house “was falling into disuse.” 
Because Shen Hong was aging, in poor health and busy with his work, some 
comrades asked him to move into that house so he would not have to continue 
to stay in the dormitory where each family unit Lives. Shen Hong answered 
them humorously by saying: “It is very comfortable for me to live here 
with others. There is fresh air, and we have a big yard from which we 

can reach everywhere.” 


Thanks to Comrade Zhou Enlai, Shen Hong wae “liberated” in the spring of 
1967. We then shouldered the heavy burden of the First Ministry of 
Machine Building by himself. “Rebels” {rom some factories in the south 
kidnaped him from a national conference on placing orders for machinery 
that was held at the Xinyuan Hotel. They extorted tweeters, loudspeakers 
and a horrifying amount of “revolutionary expenses” fram Shen Hong. 


Shen Hong gave them a stern rebuff. They then took Shen to 4 secret 
place in the eastern part of Beijing and kept him confined there for 
) days and 7 nights. Finally, he still said the same thing to then: 





"The people's money is the result of toll, If you need money for production, 
there will be money for you. However, if you want money to wage a civil 
war, there will net be a single penny for you.” Since that group of 
"rebels" could vet do anything further about Shen Hong, they could only 

curse Dim and call him an "tren cock" and "glazed cat"=-a very stingy 
person=wand let him go, 


treak Away From the Concept That "Sons May Benefit From Their Father's 
Achivements" 


Shen Hong and Wu Ping had no children of their own. A nephew of Shen 
lions’ s came to Hetjing from another part of the country. He was a senior 
middle school graduate. This boy could stand hardships, and he was smart. 
Shen Hong taught him simple mechanics. He understood well what Shen 
taueht him, and right aw.y he could build a machine model with cardboard. 
Shen Hong told him to take apart a emall transformer and to reassemble 

it again. He also did the job correctly and quickly. His uncle was very 
satisfied, Someone said to Shen Hong: “Keep this boy by your side. 

Find him a job in Beijing and bring him up near your place." 


Shen Hong said: “I! cannot start this practice.” He sent this boy to the 
Xinjiang Production and Construction Corps to reclaim wasteland and deserts 
with hoes and picks. 


The boy worked and studied hard and aimed high. He was trained to become 
om accountant on a farm. Again, someone said to Shen Hong: “There are 
factories of the First Ministry of Machine Building Industry in Urumqi. 
Let the boy work in one of the factories as an accountant!" Shen Hong 
said: “Tf the farm does not need an accountant, why does it train him 

to become one’ Ewen today, this nephew of his is still working on the 
farm. 


Another nephew of Shen Hong's was brought to Shen Hong's family by the 
bov's grandmother and was adopted by Shen when the boy was just a month 
old. The boy erew up under the care of Shen Hong and his wife. They 

loved him very much. However, they never yielded to his excessive demands. 
\fter the boy eraduated from a technical secondary school, he worked in 

4 metallurgical machine building factory as a worker for 2 years. He

PRC ISSUES ‘STRONG’ TYPHOON REPORT 21 JULY 
OW210603 Beijing Domestic Service in Mandarin 2230 GMT 20 Jul 80 


[Text] The Central Meteorological Observatory issued a strong typhoon report 
at 0600 on 21 July: 


In the small hours of this morning, the center of this year's typhoon No 7 
landed on Luzon Island, the Philippines. At 0200, the center of the typhoon 
was located near 17.0 degrees north latitutde and 122.3 degrees east longi- 
tude. The maximum wind force near the typhoon center was over force 12. It 
is estimated that the typhoon center will move in a westerly by northerly 
direction at a speed of 20 to 25 kms per hour, to enter the northeastern part 
of the South China Sea and then gradually approach Guangdong's coastal area. 


The following areas will be affected by the typhoon. Today and tomorrow, the 
wind force in the Bashi Channel, Balintang Channel, over the central and 
northern parts of the South China Sea and in the central and western coastal 
areas of Guangdong will gradually increase to force 7 to 10. The wind force 
in the eastern coastal areas of Guangdong, the southern coastal areas of 
Fujian, the southern coastal areas of Taiwan and Taiwan Strait will gradual- 
ly increase to force 6 to 8. Areas along the path of the typhoon center 
will experience strong winds of force 11 to 12. 


All units concerned please pay attention to weather forecasts by local 
meeorological stations.

[Report on HELLONGJIANG RIBAO 20 July editorial: "Build Our Province Into an 
Important Beetsugar Production Base") 


[Excerpts] The editorial notes: Heilongjiang Province is one of the major 
areas in China suitable for planting beets and engaging in beetsugar produc- 
tion. All conditions--climate, rainfall, illumination and soil texture--are 
suitable to the growth of a beet crop. Our province also has the industrial 
foundation for sugar refining, a capacity existing for the past 70 years. 
This has enabled our province to be a dominant beet producer. 


At the end of 1979, the Heilongjiang Provincial CCP Committee implemented a 
general plan for striving to increase provincial sugar output by 5 times over 
current levels in the next 10 years. In this way our province will become an 
important beetsugar production base by the end of the 1980's. 


The first important task in building a beetsugar production base is to vigor- 
ously develop sugar raw materials--beet production. Beet is a staple cash 
crop. Therefore, it is imperative to develop a good relationship between 
grain and beet cultivation. 


According to experience gained in beet production, it is vitally important 

to adopt measures suitable to local conditions, carry out centralized culti- 
vation and build up areas chiefly engaged in sugarbeet production. Leading 
personnel and departments concerned in various localities should actively 
support the cultivation of beet production bases and of areas engaged in beet 
production. Their support activities should emphasize allocating funds, sup- 
plying chemical fertilizers and providing transportation and equipment so as 
to mechanize sugarbeet production throughout the province and to bring all 
beet crop farmland under irrigation and the nourishment of chemical fertili- 
zers. 
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lhe editertal continues: tt is necessary to improve the Low level of beet- 
sugar production in our province, The current and most important task is to 
depend on the exieating enterprises and do a good job in tapping potentials 
and conducting technical innovation and renovation, In this way we can in- 
crease our sugar output with reduced costs, high speed and remarkable eco~ 
nomic results. At the same time, it is necessary to invest more funds step 
by step in building new sugar refineries in areas which have historically 
had stable and high yielde in sugarbeet production,

Hietorically, t» td@ea that war was related toe politics was fothing few, 
However, before the birth of Marxiem thie iseue was explained to the 
greatest depth only in Clausewits’ works.

‘leweewite sald: /"War ie jwet 4 part of politics! contacts and is 
definitely) eet eaything independent.”/ (p 894) He also said that we 
must take war im reality “ae part of another entity, which ie politics,” 
ond that “pelltice te the gother’s body which carries within iteelf the 
oho of war.” (pp 895 and 153) These words of Clausewite sost clearly 
explaie the dependence of war on politics. Thies point had not been 

tex ceri ged wy the generations before him. Lenin therefore paid special 
atteetion te tt. Lenin bellewed that the chapter in which Clausevite 
elaborated on the dependenre of war on politics was “the moet important 
sapter.” and be ammoteted an4 commented on the relevant quotations above 
with the following: “War . gual to part of the whole,” and the “whole 
ie @gual te polities.” (Lenina, “Peeerpte Prom and Annotations and Comments 


on ( lawseewite » Ver.*” op 19 and 70) 


The subordinate relationship of the part to the whole exists between war 
and politics. Apart from thie, looking at it from another angle, there 
is alec another relationship, namely, that between the means and the ends, 
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political ones, and it requires that politics be compatible with it, If 
politice dees set underetand this characteristic of war and pute forward 
requirements on war which go againet ite nature, then all plane and 
intentions inevitably will meet with failure, This is precisely a mani- 
featation of the reaction of war on politics, Thus, Clausewite concluded: 
"lhe eoat important judgment with the moat decisive implications which 
politictane and commanders should make in the first place” is “not to 
take « war which te inappropriate to the current situation as a war they 
should be engaged in, and not to make a war they intend to engage in 
become euch an inappropriate war." (p 45) This point of his is still 
very correct nowadays. 


Since the French Revolution in the 18th century, many representative 
figures in Puropean bourgeois silitary theory circles, such as von Bulow, 
jomini, Meltke, von Sehlieffen, and eo on, had discussed the relations 
between war and politics in their own works. But Clausewite' expositions 
were unique in the literature of bourgeois military science, because he 
portrayed the nature of things in such a thorough, comprehensive and 
basically ecerrect sanner. Thies te aleo Clausewite' marked superiority 
over others in his own field, 


hroush the dialectical exploration of the interrelationship between war 
ved politice, Clausewite finally achieved a kind of scientific knowledge 
about the sature of war. This made his theoretical viewpoints to 4 
cettain extent approach saterialien. 


Lenin beliewed that Clausewite’ correct view that “war is nothing but 4 
ont fouat ion of polities by other means” had in the 20th century “become 
an idee of all whe are willing to think.” ("Selected Works of Lenin,” 
Vol 3, © TL) Me alee etreseed: “Marxists have always justiy viewed 
thie principle as the theoretical basis for examining the significance 
of every war.” ("Selected Works of Lenin,” Vol 2, p 673) These conciu- 
sions of the revolutionary teacher are our best yardstick for assessing 
the progressive meaning of Clausewite’ theory of the nature of war. 


Althows» Clewsewite’ theory of war contains certain elements of progres- 
sivemess and rationality, it is aleo garked by conspicuous limitations 

due to the times and hie own clase status. When Clausewite was devoting 
\imeelf te exploring the theory of war and writing his book to present 

his theory, “The Manifesto of the Communist Party” had not appeared, and 
the scientific theery of communiem had not been established. At that time 
the philosophical viewpointe of Hegel, Kant and others dominated the 
circle of thinkers in Germany. Therefore, Clause itz’ own world out look 
and methodology could set be freed from idealism. Politically, Clausewitz 
possessed « dual pereonality. He wae dissatisfied with the feudal 
autocratic evetes of the Prussian dynasty, but on the other hand he 
vehement ly opposed the French Rewolution. Therefore, aany things in his 
mind were self-contradictory. Hie dialectics was not thoroughgoing. 
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did net understand that any politics or any war must originate in economica, 
in the wude of production and the social systen, 


Consequently, this very famous military theorist did not duly anawer 

miny essential questions tavolving relationahipa between war and politics. 
for instance, he actually liked to talk frequently about the internal 
relationship between war and politics. We knew that a war of the masses 
could be very mighty and that some people opposed this kind of wafare 
mainiy because of political considerations, worrying that such spontaneous 
armed struggle of the masses might jeopardize their own rule. He said 
that these people “view the war of the masses as a means of revolution ... 
and regard such a sttuation as naturally dangerous to foreign enemies 

but alse equally dangerous to the social order at home." (p 671) However, 
he refused to comment on the political value of this means of struggle, 
the war of the masees. He pretended that this was irrelevant to the 
problems he was discussing and that he was only examining this means of 
atrugele from the military perspective. 


In hie etudy of the significance of war to historical development, the 
fect that Clausewitz was Limited by his own class status became more 
apparent, and the weakness in the cognitive ability of bourgeois military 
acience was fully exposed. He was unable to study war by the class 
analyeie approach. We did not study which kinds of war were conducive 

to the progress of human sectety and which kinds hindered historical 
development. He just generally and vaguely talked about “whether war is 
beneficial to mankind.” Sinee the nature of war is varied and different 
people attribute different reasons for its occurrence, if one departs 
from the class criterion one will not be able to correctly evaluate the 
historical significance of any particular war. Faced with such a problem, 
Clausewite could only once again avoid answering. He proposed that such 
4 problem be “left to the philosophers to solve.” (p 672) 


in studying silitary problems, Lenin incorporated the rational portion 
in C.queewite’ expositions on the interrelationship between war and 
politics. We further advanced and augmented it, putting forward a sore 
complete and scfentific comelusion: “War is the continuation of the 
politics of one class /or/ another.” ("Collected Works of Lenin,” Vol 26, 
» 142) We alee told ws that to correctly assebs and understand a war 
we Suet clearly know what causes it, which class is brewing or carrying 
it owt and whe are benefited by it. (See Lenin, “Selected Works,” Vol 3, 
» 20 ead “Collected Works,” Vol 24, p 236) Thus, Lenin set down an 
‘bijective criterion for classifying wars according to their nature into 
mt sod uniest ones. This can better reflect the nature of things and 
stand the test of time than Clausewitz’ definition of the nature of war.
